Miners Ordered to 
Resume Operation 
On New Contract

The United Mine Workers ended today their strike against Amer- 
ica's coal mines. 

The nation's 400,000 soft coal miners will be ordered back to work 
' immediately. The walkout, begun first on 
April 1, then broken by a two-weeks truce, 
had continued even under government op- 
eration of the coal pits. 

The end of the strike was announced by 
Secretary of the Interior James C. Krug. 

Krug told newsmen he and John L. Lewis 
had signed the contract and that Lewis in- 
dicated he would order the United Mine 
Workers back to work immediately. 

"The contract was just signed, gentlemen," 
Krug said quietly, "and copies will be re- 
leased very shortly." 

The announcement was made at the White 
House after the signing in the presence of 
President Truman. 

Krug said the agreement "settles matters 
between the government as operator of the 
bituminous coal mines and the United Mine 
workers." He added: 

"Mr. Lewis has just indicated he will order the nilnerB 
back to work immeiiiBtely,

Raging Flood 
Leaves Death, 
Damages Toll

Leaving death and destruction In 
1 wake through northccntrol 
Pennsylvania and southern New 
York, the rampaging Susquehanna 
river flood crest aurFCd southward 
today after overflowing Its banks 
Into cities and rich farmlands. 

At least 10 persons drovmed and 
four others were missing In the 
muddy waters, which started rising 
rapidly Monday night after four ' 
days of almost continuous rains. 
Estimates ot damage exceeded t3,> 
000,000. Thousands were homeless. 

The U. S. weather bilreau In I" 
risburg, Pennsylvania's capital, 
nounccd a crest of 31.7 feet— more 
than nine feet above flood— waa 
reached at WUkes-Barre and said 
the brown, churning waters were 
near this peak In Sunbury, miles 
downstream. There the river waa 
seven feet over Its banks and had 
cut Uie community of 14,000 prac- 
Ucally In two. 

A level ol 22.6 fceb was predicted 
for Harris burg sometime tonight, 
streets there already were flooded 
In low lying areas and more than 
100 families have been evacuated.

Congressional action on the con* 
tfoverslal Case bill was completed 
as the senate neared a vote (3 p. m. 
MSTl on the President's request for 
emergency leglalatlon to draft strik- 
ers who refuse to work for the gov- 
ernmenL

having the emergency powers he re- 
quested In a speech before congress 
last Saturday.

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A MOTTO FOR TODAY 
A new phrase has crept into the American 
vocabutftry In the put year. It la "cautious 
optimism," and It Is applied exclusively to the 
state of mind of our public servunts who are 
engaged in the delicate business of pultlns 
the hard-won peace on a sound and stable 
rooting. 

Cautious optimism may not be a new thing. 
It may be the emotion felt by a bridge player 
who ha^ Just bid a slam and needs to pull oft 
one all-Important flnessa to make it. Or It 
may be the feeling of a man In a poker game 
with a hole card paired and a suspicion that 
the persistent raiser next to him Is bluffing. 

If those definitions are correct, then cau- 
tious optimism Is a mixture of hope and un- 
certainty. The t«rm Implies no lack of cour- 
age, only prudence. It Is the caution, not the 
optimism, which Is hesitant. 

It is probably well that we have public 
servants whose sentiments have given rise 
to this new phrase. For It aeems that the 
sentiments of the American people en masse 
are not of a cautioua variety, at least not 
4rherc the matter of a sound and stable peace 
Is concerned. 

It sometimes appears that the majority 
opinion on this subject is of a profoundly 
pessimistic nature. There is a great deal of 
talk about an inevitable atomic war with 
Russia, A smaller group, equally pessimistic, 
suspects an Anglo-American conspiracy of 
trying to encircle Russia and goad her into 

And there seems reason to believe that a 
large segment of our populatl€'h Just doean' 
give the matter much thought, one way or 
the other. 

So diplomatic forecasts of cautious op. 
timlsm have doubtless served aj5 a safety 
valve when affairs didn't quite work out as 
hoped. Had the public servants gone forth 
with bubbling assurance to the London for- 
eign ministers' conference lost fall, Jet ul 
say, the actual results might have evoked a 
reaction which would have badly ahakon 
public faith in our leadership. 

The trend of recent events, however, makes 
It seem that our diplomats may be able to put 
a lighter emphasis on the caution from now 
on. At least, Russia, which caused the tem- 
pering of confidence with caution In the first 
place, has ahown herself somewhat more , , 

tractable of late. She hasn't tipped over the ^h"e« hT annar'enUv''o'?^^o' 
applecart m the U.N. security coimcu. and her' he_ apparently plans to

It Is atlU impossible to foretell which way 
the Russian bear will Jump. But In the brief 
history of postwar efforts toward lasting 
peace.

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IDAHO POWER EXPANDS 
The Idaho Power company, always alert ™ 
the hydro-electric needs of the territory It 
serves, la undertaking another extensive ex- 
pansion program well In advance of indus- 
trial development expected within the next 
Jew years. 

For some time, work has been under way on 
enlargement of the company's Upper Salmon 
falls plant In Hagerman valley. When com- 
pleted, thla unit wlU provide an additional 
output of 16,600 kilowatts. 

Next in line will be a $6,500,000 expansion 
of the company's plants at Lower Salmon 
falls and on the Malad river, for an addition- 
al combined generating capacity of 43,000 
kilowatts. 

C. J. Strike, president of the Idaho Power 
company, emphasized In announcing these 
expansions that there has been no shortage 
of electrical generating capacity throughout
